Hybrid  Tea  Roses 

ROSES 

So  much  depends  on  the  proper  preparation  of  the  soil  and  the  planting  of  Roses, 
that  we  give  a  few  very  important  cultural  directions  First :  Dig  the  bed  up  deeply 
from  12  to  18  inches,  then  thoroughly  mix  into  the  soil  one  large  shovelful  of  well 
rotted  manure  (never  use  fresh  manure  for  this  purpose)  for  each  plant  you  intend  plant¬ 
ing.  After  the  bed  has  been  leveled,  dig  a  hole  sufficiently  large,  but  a  trifle  deeper  than 
the  top  of  the  soil  around  the  roots,  then  place  the  plant  into  the  hole,  filling  in  the  soil 
around  the  roots,  thoroughly  firming  it  with  your  hands  or  feet,  leaving  the  soil  just  a 
little  lower  around  the  plant  than  it  is  over  the  remainder  of  the  bed,  so  that  the  water 
will  go  toward  the  roots  instead  of  away  from  them.  The  foregoing  applies  to  our 
Hybrid  Tea  Roses,  which  are  mostly  all  on  their  own  roots.  The  Hybrid  Perpetual 
Roses  are  all  grafted,  and  they  should  be  planted  deep  enough,  so  that  the  lower  branches 
of  the  plant  are  below  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Roses  are  gross  feeders  and  when  in  a 
healthy  state  of  growth  an  application  of  bonemeal,  about  one  pound  to  3  square  feet 
of  surface,  thoroughly  worked  in  the  soil  at  intervals  of  three  weeks,  is  very  beneficial. 
Roses  also  like  considerable  moisture  at  the  roots  during  the  growing  season,  so  when  the 
rainfall  is  insufficient,  water  should  be  applied  with  the  hose  at  the  roots.  Never  spray 
foliage  in  the  evening,  as  this  causes  mildew  and  black  spot. 

In  the  Fall  before  the  ground  freezes,  the  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  should  have  a  mound 
of  soil  placed  around  the  plants  from  10  to  12  inches  high.  After  the  ground  is  frozen 
to  a  depth  of  3  or  4  inches,  the  entire  bed  should  be  covered  with  salt  hay  or  coarse 
horse  manure  to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  Hybrid  Perpetual  Roses  do  not  require  the 
mounding  of  the  soil  around  them,  but  the  covering  of  the  soil  with  coarse  manure  or 
salt  hay  is  beneficial  for  these  also.

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Suggestions  to  Flower  Lovers 

The  Care  of  Flowers  and  Plants 

To  prolong  their  life  and  fragrance  the  stems  of  flowers  should  be  cut 
off  each  morning  when  the  water  is  changed.  They  should  be  placed  in  a 
cool  room  over  night  with  their  stems  immersed  as  deeply  as  possible  in 
water.  Rose  buds  should  be  sprayed  with  clear  water,  and  Violets  will 
retain  their  fragrance  much  longer  if  covered  with  tissue  paper. 

All  blooming  plants  should  be  watered  at  least  once,  and  perhaps 
twice,  daily,  and  their  period  of  blooming  will  be  increased  if  kept  in  a 
light,  cool  room.  The  leaves  of  any  plant  should  be  kept  free  from  dust. 

The  Care  of  Potted  Plants 

The  cool  days  of  Winter  are  cheered  by  pretty  flowering  and  foliage 
plants;  but  while  they  are  particularly  fascinating  at  this  time,  it  is  during 
the  coldest  days  that  the  plants  require  the  most  attention. 

Never  allow  them  to  stand  in  front  of  an  open  window  or  in  a  cold 
draught.  The  intense  dry  heat  in  homes  on  extremely  cold  days  will  dry 
out  the  soil  and  wither  or  permanently  injure  most  plants  in  a  few  days. 

The  pots  of  plants  should  be  immersed  in  a  pail  of  water  for  several 
minutes  on  very  cold  days,  while  in  milder  weather,  on  alternate  days,  or 
even  twice  a  week,  will  suffice  to  keep  the  plants  in  a  healthy  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  forced  plants,  such  as  Azaleas  or  Lilacs;  these  should 
be  thoroughly  watered  every  day.
